Vancouver. March 13.—Appeal to 
the Privy Council against the British 
Columbia Court of Appeal's decision 
upholding the right of the Govern¬ 
ment to levy an import tax on pri¬ 
vate purchases of liquor from outside 
the Province was indicated by W. J. 
Tulk, who stated that wholesale liquor 
firms with warehouses in Calgary 
were keenly interested in the case of 
Little vs. the Attorney-General. 

“We are informed by our solicitors, 
who have been watching the case for 
us, that the Court of Appeal divided 
equally on the decision and not three 
to one as reported in the papers," 
said Mr. Tulk. 

Will Collect. 

Statement was also made by Com¬ 
missioner J. If. Falconer, of the 
Liquor Control Board, that the Gov¬ 
ernment would now proceed without 
delay.to collect approximate^ $500,- 
000 import taxes assessed against 
various private individuals and not 
yet paid. 

“We have kept intact the machin¬ 
ery for collecting this tax during the 
time that its constitutionality was 
before the court,” said Mr. Falconer, 
"and shall utilise the Provincial po¬ 
lice and the Government Agents 
throughout the Province in making 
the collections." 

Decision us to whether an appeal 
to the highest court in the Empire 
will be taken depends upon perusal 
of the written reasons for Judgment 
to be filed by members of the Court 
of Appeal.

Frank Higgins, K. C., opposed both 
applications on the ground that real 
estate was not a liquid asset, and 
that the assessed value of the pro¬ 
perty did not indicate that that was 
what it would bring upon forced 
sale.

Mr. Higgins readily assented to this 
course, which was followed. Mr 
Clearihue asked the court what was 
to be done If the registrar should re¬ 
fuse the property ns security, being 
Informed that when that happened It 
weald be time enough to speak to 
that possible phase of the question.

London. March 13.—(Canadian

Plans for raising the salary of the 
Mayor of Victoria and paying part 
of it to an assistant Mayor were 
quietly quashed by the City Council 
last week, it was stated at the City 
Hall to-day.

Berlin, March 12.—Germany's pot¬ 
ash Industry, disrupted by the war, is 
rapidly getting on its feet again 
Within the last few months, accord¬ 
ing to announcement, Germany has 
concluded arrangements for resump-1 
tion of her potash trade with all 
European countries, except Poland 
and also a number of overseas coun¬ 
tries. Including the United States 
The value of the total potush output 
In Germany In 1921 Is estimated at 
2.500,000,000 marks. 

In & review of the potash business 
In the Transatlantic Trade Journal 
publiihed by the American Chamber 
of Commerce in Germany, it is stated 
that relations with dealers in the 
United States recently have been re¬ 
established, the American consumers 
now being considered, as before the 
war, Germany’s largest nnd most im¬ 
portant market for this branch of the 
trade. 

The report says that Germany, In 
reviving the industry, has felt the 
competition of Alsace-Lorraine, es¬ 
pecially In the American market, and 
bordering countries, owing to the 
favorable freight rates. 

Of particular Interest to the United 
States is the statement of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce that the potash In¬ 
dustry established In the United 
States during the war Is not consid¬ 
ered In the least as a hindrance tel 
the German export trade of the near! 
future. 

The Journal estimates that In 1913 
Germany exported about fifty pci 
cent of Its entire potash production 
while the export trade for 1921 aver¬ 
aged about five per cent of the busi¬ 
ness done In the last peace year.

‘special committee of the Victoria 
;Medical Society which appeared 
sin last Saturday’s issue of The 
Times. Nor could any document 
'have been couched in plainer 
language if it had been intended 
•for circulation among the schol¬ 
ars of the first form in the Pub¬ 
lic School. It explains in simple 
•form the seriousness of the rav¬ 
ages of tuberculosis in the Prov¬ 
ince of British Columbia and 
trains the pitiless light of pub¬ 
licity upon the woeful iuadc- 
‘quacy of the agencies of combat. 
;On the other hand there is tan¬ 
gible value in the suggestions 
which it contains and a promise 
of hope to sufferers from the 
;malady in all its stages once it 
shall have been borne in upon 
the minds of the general public 
.that tuberculosis can be pre- 
-vented and cured if it will ac¬ 
cept its obligation and instruct 
the state to do its duty. 

It is not our intention to deal 
with all the important phases of 
the. report at this stage; but to 
content ourselves with a brief 
reference to the main recommen¬ 
dations that it contained. They 
;in themselves may be compre¬ 
hended by the least imaginative 
individual finder the sun and 
should he seriously considered 
by all those who occupy posi¬ 
tions in public life from which 
they might assist in the direction 
of a campaign that would result 
in drastic reforms in the manner 
jn which this awful malady is 
treated in British Columbia. The 
mndemoted salient points in the 
shape of suggested procedure 
have been emphasized in these 
.columns on more than one occa¬ 
sion ; none the less their official

The foregoing formula is sim¬ 
plicity in itself. It should con¬ 
vey immediate understanding to

odds which the disease automati¬ 
cally imposes and will continue

This unfortunate in¬ 
dividual' must needs get his 
friends with influence to- com¬ 
municate with Tranquille in 
order to discover his chances of 
admission and thus get his fight¬ 
ing chance to live. But the re¬ 
sult in nine cases out of ten is 
a tragic reply to the effect that 
as soon as the accommodation is 
available he or she will he noti¬ 
fied. What is going on all the 
while? Is any explanation ne¬ 
cessary: Tuberculosis is not one 
of those maladies that can he 
worn out and forgotten. Ask the 
man or woman who has heard 
the verdict of the doctor after 
the customary examination what 
it feels like to be told that the 
trouble is consumption. He and 
she know. When will the people 
of this country realize that those 
unfortunates can be saved for 
themselves and their families 
and for the State? 'That is the 
question which the report of the 
Victoria Medical Society should 
suggest. 

WELL IN HAND. 

South Africa has experienced 
a few days of something akin to 
real “red” revolution with loss 
of life amougtheworkers and ex¬ 
pense to the public at large. Pre¬ 
mier Smuts announces that the 
situation is wgU in hand while 
the ralik and file of the extreme 
elements appear to be deter¬ 
mined to persist in their folly. 
But one of the most hopeful feat¬ 
ures of the events of the last 
few days has been the loyalty of 
the natives and the lack of en¬ 
thusiasm and participation 
among workers and trades union 
members outside the confines of 
the Rand. As long as the forces 
of law and order are able to 
limit the trouble it should die 
down within a very short period. 
The Government will not worry 
about ihc defection among thj 
extreme Nationalists or about 
the fact that the outbreak is 
being financed from abroad. In 
the ease of the former their ob¬ 
jection to the British tie will be 
manifested on every possible oc¬ 
casion and in manner best suited 
to themselves; but imported doc¬ 
trines are gradually going out of 
fashion. 

NEW METHODS WANTED. 

Although opinions may differ 
as to how Victoria should 
grapple with its taxation and 
general financial problems it is 
obvious from the various reme¬ 
dies advanced that the existing 
state of affairs can be rectified 
if the proper formula shall be 
applied. Examination of the 
various avenues towards a so¬ 
lution must comprehend a close 
inspection of former budgets in 
order that the difficulties of the 
immediate present may be 
placed in their proper perspec¬ 
tive. It will have to he ad¬ 
mitted, and it is admitted, that 
Ihe City of Victoria is faced 
with an aggravating bill of ar¬ 
rears in taxes that it has des¬ 
paired of ever collecting; but 
the fact remains that even in the 
case of reverted property the 
Council could surely come to 
some arrangement with thoso 
who are responsible for the ar¬ 
rears and enter into an instal¬ 
ment plan of payment. 

Nothing will be gained by too 
close an observance of tho rigid 
formula that has done duty ever 
since the day of incorporation; 
abnormal conditions demand 
new and original treatment and 
the City Council should take an 
excursion into the City's his¬ 
tory in qn endeavor to discover 
what suggestions the pitfalls of 
the past may inspire. As mat¬ 
ters stand at present there is not 
an alderman who will not agree 
that the scope of taxation must 
he broadened if the municipal 
ledger is to be given a chance 
to balance. Tho mesh, of the 
existing taxing net is of a pat¬ 
tern that is all too large to meet 
prevailing conditions and the 
Council should see to it that 
some form of contribution to the 
municipal exchequer shall be 
provided in order to prevent the 
escape of those who do not even 
pay the two dollar road tax. 


.Surely the Legislature would 
look benevolently upon a re-* 
quest for additional authority in 
this regard even if it shall re¬ 
main unconvinced about the 
justice of sharing some of the 
Provincial revenue with the 
Municipalities. 

No request of this kind cau be 
expected to captivate every 
member of the House; none tile 
less the Government at leaA will 
recognize that if it is to' be 
spared the frequent pilgrim- 
mages of municipal representa¬ 
tives in search of assistance it 
must consent to appreciate self 
help in what is, after all, the 
only process that will bring 
tangible results. In the mean¬ 
time the City Council should be 
able to make its own arrange¬ 
ments that would be sufficiently 
attractive to make the easy pay¬ 
ment of arrears profitable to it¬ 
self and advantageous to those 
whose property has been in¬ 
volved. 


FIGURES TALK. 

It has been said that until the 
automobile designer and the in¬ 
ventor of engines get together 
and agree to turn out a vehicle 
that will not be, capable of ex¬ 
ceeding the speed laws of the 
country there will still be a large 
number of fatalities attributable 
to this particular cause. But it 
can be said with equal truth 
that when there are no more 
cars that can travel faster than 
twenty-five miles an hour that 
patient and obedient animal 
known as the horse will once 
more come into his own. None 
the less a few figures quoted in 
a dispatch from New York to¬ 
day really do inspire the inquiry 
as to whether something will not 
have to be done to curtail the 
loss of life by automobile abuses. 
The statistics in question reveal 
the fact that during the eighteen 
months in which United States 
troops were engaged in the war 
no fewer than ninety-one thou¬ 
sand people were killed by auto¬ 
mobiles on American highways 
as against forty-eight thousand 
American soldiers killed on the 
battlefield. The comparison pro¬ 
vides material for reflection.

After landing at Yokohama, where 
a great welcome will be accorded him. 
the Prince of Wales will go direct to 
Toklo on a special train • and will 
drive through the streets of the city 
to the palace.

During 
that time there will bo a large num¬ 
ber of Imperial and state functions 


In his honor. Besides an Imperial 
banquet others will be given him by 
Imperial Princes, Premier Takahashl, 
Count Uchida, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and others.

New Canadian Pacific Liner Will Sail On Maiden 
Voyage to Orient May 4; Empress of Australia Ex¬ 
pected to Come Out Via Hongkong. 


An unusually stormy passage was 
experienced by the Canadian Pacific 
liner Monteagle, which arrived here 
yesterday morning from the Orient 
after being held in Far Eastern 
waters for over a month by the 
strike of seamen and transport 
workers at Hongkong. The Mont¬ 
eagle sailed from Yokohama on 
February 24, twenty-eight days be¬ 
hind schedule, and she encountered a 
succession of gales throughout the 
trip, which occupied sixteen days. 

The line rcarried a very light list 
of passengers, there being only 
twelve in the first cabin and sixteen 
In the second class accommodation. 
The cargo consisted of the usual 
Oriental merchandise and it was not 
a record one. The Monteagle brought 
In the first crew of Manchua from 
Northern China, recruited to replace 
the Southern Chinese on strike.

FREIGHT. 

RATES TOG HIGH 


Visitor Here From Fraser 
Lake; New Indian School 

"If the freight rates In the Central 
Interior of B. C. were reduced, the 
•country would develop marvelously. 
That is the factor which is keeping 
tho country back above everything 
else. It is the factor which in my 
opinion will have a large part to do 
with the success or failure of the 
proposed Stuart Lake imihigration 
scheme." 

This is the opinion of Myles Wor¬ 
ley, a Vancouver civil engineer, who 
has been superintending for some 
months the new Indian boarding 
school, on behalf of the department 
at Fraser Lake. Mr. and Mrs. Mor- 
ley are now at the Dominion Hotel, 
and both speak in the highest praise 
of the life at Fraser Lake, and of the 
competence and devotion of the 
Catholic mission staff under Father 
J. Allard, an Oblate who has 
pioneered in the north for many 
years. 

The school will accommodate 150 
pupils, and thiB more than doubles 
the provision a-t the old mission 
school at Stuart Lake, 80 miles 
north, which will be abandoned on 
account of its dilapidated character, 
its distance from the railway, and the 
more central location at Fraser’Lake. 
The school Is already full, with an 
extensive waiting list. 

Mr. Morley was surprised at the 
fine crops raised in the district, and 
the rich mineral potentialities. th< 
development of which have hitherto 
been checked by lack of capital. He 
points out that it is disheartening to 
the settlers already in the country, 
and a discouragement to those who 
settle that such excesslvo freight 
rates are charged. At the mission 
some of the freight bills mentioned 
astounded him. for bulky articles 
particularly. This cost of rail freight, 
plus transportation an additional 40 
miles from Vanderhoof had a con¬ 
siderable Influence, It Is understood 
In causing tho Indian department to 
abandon Stuart Lake for the new 
location. Ho mentioned as Illustrat¬ 
ing how well nature has provided for 
the district, that the bricks used in 
the construction of the school were 
made from clay mined In the locality. 
Fraser Lake is very rich in fish, he 
stated, and two of the chief Winter 
industries were trapping and cutting 
ties for the railway.

Details of the "More and Better 
Livestock" Convention of the B. C. 
Stock Breeders’ Association to be 
held at Kamloops Court Hpuse on 
March 29 were made public to-day by 
Prof. W. T. McDonald. Livestock 
Commissioner. 

One of the features will be the an¬ 
nual bull sale on March 30 and 31 at 
which 32 cows and 129 bulls will be 
auctioned off. These are all pure¬ 
bred stock and are all beef animals. 
Last year at this sale the highest 
price for any bull sold in Western 
Canada was obtained, when 31,250 
was paid for a shorthorn animal. The 
top prices in the other districts of 
Western Canada were: Edmonton* 
$900; Calgary. 3850; Regina, 3726; 
Brandon, 3510; Prince Albert, 3426. 

Last year 151 animals were sold. 

1 Of these 46 shorthorns brought an 
average of $203.15; 46 Herefords an 
average of $218.50; and 9 Aberdeen 
Angus cattle an average of $170.63. 

"We look for fair prices at thU 
sale this year as the stock is ail high I 
grade," said Prof. McDonald. 

In connection with the bull sale 
there will be a bull show with judg¬ 
ing each forenoon.

that the tax was unconstitutional. 
Only four judges heard the case, and 
it is the custom that when a court is 
evenly divided the appeal stands dis¬ 
missed. 

Notices. 

Notices have been sent out by the 
Control Board to private persona im¬ 
porting liquor notifying them that 
taxes were due at the time of impor¬ 
tation. In many cases these notices 
have been ignored and the tax not 
paid. The act allows the Liquor 
Board the right to collect a tax 
equal to the amount of profit the 
Control Board would have made if 
the liquor had been purchased from 
the Government, and in addition ten 
per cent. Commissioner J. H. Fal¬ 
coner, of the Liquor Control Board, 
stated that the Board would now' 
take steps immediately to collect 
these arrears of taxes. 

“We have records of every case of 
liquor imported Into the province 
since the act became operative June 
15,” said Commissioner Falconer. 
"Taxes so far collected amount to 
$10,000, which has been held In a sus¬ 
pense account pending the decision 
of the Court of Appeal. The ruling 
of the court will permit the collection 
of Import taxes at the time Importa¬ 
tion is made. The Board will thus 
be able to hold up a shipment of 
liquor until the tax is paid. This will 
be considerable less work than the 
collection of the tax after it is In the 
hands of the purchaser. It will now 
simply be a question of pay the tax 
or yon don't get the liquor. 

Full Control. 

“The province is to be congratulat¬ 
ed on winning tho case. It has vin¬ 
dicated that principle that the Gov¬ 
ernment has the full right to control 
the liquor business In British Colom¬ 
bia, and that the act was good law. 
The Government will get the profit 


of the liquor trade whether liquor is 
imported or bought through a Gov¬ 
ernment store. There will be no 
necessity for private individuals to 
import liquors, as the Government 
stores carry every brand known in 
Canada. We have on sale fifty 
brands of Scotch whisky as well as 
all varieties of wines and liquors."

CARRIES SERIOUS 
RESULTS FOR SAANICH 


Lots Valued Far Too High, Is 
Effect of Judgment 

Owners of acreage and lots in 
Saanich are studying with Interest 
the important results which may de¬ 
velop as a result of the success at¬ 
tending the J. W. Rowland’s assess¬ 
ment appeal. 

Analysis of Judge Lumpmnn’s ap¬ 
praisal of values shows that start¬ 
ling changes of policy may become 
effective in the municipality, should 
the Council accept the verdict as a 
guide to its course of action. 

The appeal affected lands valued 
at about $103,000 and the reductions 
granted aggregate over $13,000. This! 
is, however, but an unimportant fac¬ 
tor. N 

The drastic change is noted when 
the treatment accorded farm lands 
and residential subdivisions is com¬ 
pared. According to the decision, the, 
vulues of lots in Saanich is fifty or 
even sixty per cent too high, while 
tho farm lands are credited with but 
slight over assessment. 

Hhould the Council accept the court 
order upon the Rowland’s appeal as 
a guide the assessment of farm lands 
would receive a ten per cent cut, the 
value of lots would be slashed in 
half, and the mill rate necessary to 
secure the needed revenue to carry 
on wohld have to be greatly raised 

This higher rats would bear with 
greater incidence upon the farm lands 
of the municipality receiving only a 
ten per cent cut, with a result that 
ths inner wards, which are well sub¬ 
divided, would no longer contribute 
the present well-balanced share of the 
revenues of l^anich, the short collec¬ 
tion secured from their lower assess¬ 
ment being transferred to the shoul¬ 
ders of the farmers in the outer 
wards. 


J. W. Bell Is Back F.rom China 
and Japan 

"We exjst, they live.” In this 
terse phrase J. W. Bell, a Canadian 
Pacific Railway official, who arrived 
on the Monteagle yesterday morning 
from China apd Japan, described the 
impression formed by his tour. 

His remark had been prompted, he 
stated, by the absence of care among 
people and the greater good comrade¬ 
ship noticeable in the Orient, as com¬ 
pared with Canada. The people 
seemed to believe In themselves, and 
to take things as they came—not 
necessarily in an uproarious man¬ 
ner of celebrating their pleasures— 
a sharp contrast to the feeling of 
pessimism so general in the Domin¬ 
ion when he went away last year, 
Mr. Bell said. 

Mr. Bell told The Times he found 
conditions in the Orient far better 
than he had expected. Industry was 
thriving, and business people wefe 
most optimistic. New industries 
were being opened up and old ones 
being expanded. He was surprised 
he said, that so many and extensive 
British connections existed, with 
British goods available at all the 
chief places. 

He stated that It Is expected there 
will be a considerable movement of 
tourist travel from the Orient to 
British Columbia ports. 

Mr. Bell went to China to bring 
his wife home ufter a six months’ 
trip, and In leaving here had the ex¬ 
perience of one of the roughest trips 
last December, followed by the heavy 
weather encountered by the Mont¬ 
eagle on this journey, so that he felt 
himself fully qualified to express an 
opinion on the character of the 
“Pacific" ocean.
